Dawning, of Georgetown, said: 

"We are living In an age of co- 
operation. Wie are surrounded by 
evidences of it on every hand, and I 
an glad to say that we bankers are 
at laat awakening to the fact that 
It ia a prime neceaalty in the conduct 
of our buslnew. In this we are, I re- 
to aay, very far behind the reat 
Of tto commorclal world, but I hope 
that w« aball make up in seal and ef- 
faetlTeneae for our lack of forahand- 
ednesf. 

"We could I am !:iire, follow Mit 
Ib tbia way to our great material ad- 
VMtage, but so close has rivalry been 
wKh ue horatofore that many of us. 
I dare aay all, have fallen into the 
wUaa of the fellow who moves his 
account to us because our competitor 
wijuld not extend him t\.iv accoui- 
niudatlun staked for. There wak a 
lime when 1 made a notch In a stick 
when I could get some one like that 
away from some other baak, but I 
am learning better now. I aimply 
t. ' h'ln ih.'ii htb treatment was da. 
H, rved and the other bank Is a bet- 
ter one than mine any way We sH, 
at least all of us in the part of the 
country I come from, hare been In 
the habit of sulforlng large over- 
draftv. Each of us was fearful to 
offend our customer by refusing his 
check, thinking If we turned hira 
down we would have one legs account 
on our books, and our neighbor one 
more .Some of u» have tired of this 
Inipoeition and have about agreed 
that what U lo»t by asking for strict 
adherance to business principles will 
be made up tci us In other ways, and 
If It IR not w«. xhall at least have 
the 8ati!>ra( tion of knowing that we 
have prohnMv mail, a Christian for 
somebody ets<' to proHt by.
